There 
is no “developed” or running water, 
only wells, and the soil is not rich. 
Booking from Ramona to the south, 
the three rugged points of the Cuya- 


mea range meet the sight, low hills 


continuing on the north. ; 
Passing out of Ramona Valley over 
12 range of hills, we come into a 
ittle valley, through which runs a 
stream that flows as late as May. 
this valley are severul comfortable 
homes with orchards, each family hav- 
ing from 30 to 160 acres under cultiva- 
on. Out ot this we went over another 
ange of hills and into another 
small valley containing three or four 
ranches with orchards. Beyond and in 
front the road goes up a mountain, the 
Summit of which must have an eleva- 
tion of 8500 feet. This is one of the 
most peculiar formations I ever saw, 
& quartz mountain with ledges dis- 
tinctly visible miles away. From 
hereon the hills are higher, and in- 
Creasingly, though yet sparsely. 
wooded. In this valley we be- 
u to cross branches of the San 
lego Riyer, and a little further on we 
pme to the postoffice at Vienna—just 
postofiice, though in a little valley 
ginning to the north and in the foot- 
hills are said to be some ranchers.

Julian is an old and dilapidated 
town of perhaps 300 inhabitants. You 
come upon it very unexpectedly in 
turning to the left around the point 
of the hill. Its situation is beauti- 
ful. Straight ahead. of you, as you 
turn around the point, on compara- 
tively level ground at the foot of the 
hills. is the town; on the hillside at the 
left are first orchards; beyond them 
the ontlying cemetery, with a few pine 
and oak trees, just enough to make it 
look nice, The hills curving around to 
the right 1s bare, the timber having 
been cut from it for minin 
except at the foot of the bill,

The mines near Julian and Banner 
are all included in one district. A 
high hill separates the sites of the two 
towns. On the Julian side, the princi- 
pal mines are the Owen and Gold Rin 
groups of mines and the Stonewall, 
two miles away. The Owen mine, 
formerly owned by James & King, but 
recently sold te Williams of Ohio, 
one of the old reliable Julian mines, 
having yielded to its owners $300,000. 
As this mine was not in working con- 
dition when I visited it, ha¥ing been 
shut down pending change of manage- 
ment, I will refer to it again when in 
wens order under its new manage- 
ment. 

From the Owen, a short drive brought 
me to the Gold Ring, a group of mines 
owned by Messrs. Ham lton, Feeler & 
Melrose. These promise to be a second 
Stonewall in producing gold. . The 
owners are pushing work, and are be- 
ing richly rewarded for their labors, as 
the ore now being taken out mills over 
$200 per ton. As above stated, a drive 
of two miles brought me to the famous 
Stonewall, and, as I had heard that

The next mine visited was the At- 
lantic Cable, which is adjacent to the 
Bailey property. s mine is owned 
by the Cowles brothers and G. Red- 
man, but is at present bonded by a Los 
Angeles party, who has great confi- 
dence in it. It shows a three-foot 
ledge at a depth of 85 feet and carries 
ore. The writer next visited the 
Fraction, where all were busy driving 
a tunnel, work going on day and night.

This 
mine deserves more than a passing 
mention, being probably one of the 
richest ever discovered on the Pacific 
Coast, as the former owner and locater 
of the mine has taken from it thousands 
-of dollars with hand-mortar, working 
the mine alone. The -ore taken from 
this mine has had several assays in 
Los Angeles as well as elsewhere, and 
has assayed all the way from $37 to 
$1900 per ton. The mines named are 
all that are being work edto any ex- 


tent. 

In closing this letter I cannot for- 
bear to say a word of the drive from 
Julian to the place where the town of 
Banner once was, but is not. From 
one town to the site of the other, by 
air line, is not more than one mile and 
a half, but around by the road it is six 
miles. That road is one of the most 
pleasant I ever traveled. From Julian a 
narrow arm of the valley extends east 
two miles to the Stonewall, where 
the road forks. From there the 
road to Banner, bending to 
the right, runs up the caſion 
beside a clear cold stream, bordered 
with willow and cottonyood and elder, 
between high, — wooded hills. 
While there is no village at Banner, I 
found a surprising amount of culture, 
only those teachers who can teach 
vocal and instrumental music being 
employed; and the schoolhouse a good 
building, with hall, containing a 
library of 150 volumes, all first-class 
works.

A BUDGET OF NEWS NOTES 


Morales, the Desperado, Something 
of a Bugaboo — His Girl Stein 
With Him—Sugar Beets—County 
Fair—Lopera Examined and Dis- 


SANTA ANA, Aug. 81.—|Correspond- 
ence of Tur Times.| Never since the 
days of Vasquez have the people of 
Southern California been in such fear 
of lite and loss of property as the ad- 
vent of Silvestor Morales has wrought 
upon them. ‘That redoubtable person- 
age must indeed have a charmed ex- 
istence, for the receipt of the news of 
some daring escapade is no sooner re- 
ceived than it is followed by another, 
committed some 60 or 70 miles distant 
from the scene of his last visit. The 
capture of five horses stolen by 
Morales and their return to the owners 
is due to Keener Wilson, Constable of 
Oceanside, and to whom the bandit 
will no doubt owe his ultimate capture, 
for the search has been persistently 
kept up by him, aided Marshal 
Insley, Constables Fisk, Carpenter, 
Reed and Robinson of Santa Ana. 

The offer of reward has been the 
means of enlisting the services of many 
others who are engaged in the hunt. 
Much of the sensational reports of 
imaginative correspondents, such as 
Morales jumping from windows, amid 
a shower of bullets; arene the horse 
of an officer, etc., is wholly without 
foundation, and but adds to the con- 
stant fear of ranchers and residents 
of the surrounding country. 

Great efforts are being made by the 
Board of Trade and citizens inter- 
ested to enlist the attention and in- 
terest of the Spreckels firm in this 
section.

With the clustering curly hair and 
beard, the rounded cheeks and full 
lips of a handsome early manhood, one 
might suppose that the period of his 
Hfe in the mind of the artist had been 
when the kingdom of the Pharaohs, 
with all itscivilization, science and ad- 
vancement—in a word, “‘all the wis- 
dom of the Egyptians’’—were opening 
like a book before him.

„Samson“ or Solomon,“ for all that 
it conveyed to the popular mind of 
Moses. 

Away ina corner appeared a power- 
ful figure of Atlas, the creation of an- 
cient 1 credited with sup- 
porting the wor d on his titanic should- 
ers.

Los ANGELES, Aug. 31.—-[To the Ed- 
itor of THe Trwes.] The people of 
Los Angeles may well have reason to 
congratulate themselves on the defeat 

of the $1,280,000 sewer bonds, and 
specially those who asserted their in- 
| pependence in defiance of the city au- 
thorities, who, with all of their em- 
ployés, were out in full force, working, 
influencing and intimidating voters. 
As chairman of the Anti-sewer Bond 
Campaign Committee, I was an ob- 
server of what I consider the most dis- 
graceful contests ever witnessed in 
this city, and those who aided in this 
unfairness ought to feel ashamed of 
their acts. Owing to the uncertainty 
of having justice done, we had ap- 
pointed, through the courtesy. of Con- 
stables Clement and Smith, two special 
deputies for aach precinct, 36 In all, at 
$3 per deputy. @ also selected 18 
challengers at the polls to prevent ille- 
gal voting, and notwithstanding our 
united e ort}, I have reason to believe 
that there were over 500 illegal votes 
cast for the bonds out of a possible 
1500 contemplated.

The coast plain reaches 
from the spurs of these mountains, 
which come down to the sea 15 miles 
west of Los Angeles, and then extends 
on, with the character more of a mesa 
and less of an alluvial plain, until it 
runs into the coas mesas of San 
Diego county. 
CLIMATIC PECULIARITIES. 
The stream of warm water which 
flows to us from the tropical regions of 
the Asiatic border of the Pacific makes 


acequias of the San Gabriel Mission

The San Gabriel Valley occupies the 
middie eastern portion of the 9 
south of the Sierra Madre range.

uare miles. or about 123,000 acres. 
Of this, over 92,000 acres is not culti- 
vable successfully without irrigation 
while about 15,000 acres are so moist 
naturally that large crops are pro- 
duced without the application of water. 
The San Fernando Valley lies imme- 
diately west of the San Gabriel, is shut 
off from the desert to the north and the 
same range of mountains, and covers 
about 330 square miles of territory. 
The actual valley covers about 182 
square miles, or 117,000 acres, of which. 
fully 100,000 are not cultivable for any

The coast plains occupy the entire 
southwest portion of the county, and 
are shut off from the interior by the 
spurs of the Coast Range, through 
which the Santa Ana River backs on 
its way from the San / Bernardino 
Mountains to the sea. These plains, 
in round numbers, cover some 721 
square miles or 461,000 acres. Of this 
immense area about 270,000 acres can 
be profitably cultivated by the use of 
water, while 70,000 acres are so moist 
as to need noirrigation.

in climatic conditions from a similar 
latitude on the Atlantic. Climate be- 
ing dependent principally on the winds 
and, asthe winds on this coast are 
for half of the year westerly, there is 
little variation in the temperature 
from e northern to the southern 
boundaries of the State, except where 
modified by the physica! conditions of 
the land. On the south, Point Con- 
cepcion is a dividing line, which

fornia, to find a warmer climate, we 
don’t go south, but west, to the sea, or 
east to the Sierras. 
WATER IN CALIFORNIA. 
California owes much of the position 
which she occupies today to the help 
which has been derived from irriga- 
tion. Were it not for the utilization 
of the waters of the many streams 
upon the apparently sterile wastes of 
the interior the fame of California 
would still be chiefly confined to the 
uct of her mines, and our pope 
ion would not be half what ſt is. 
Three-fourths of our present agricul- 
tural development is certainly due to 
the care of water. The first irrigation 
in California, of which there is any 
record, was practiced under the direc- 
tion of the Mission Fathers. In a few 
isolated localities it is proba- 
ble that irrigation antedates. the 
artiyal of the priests.

LOS ANGELES. 

Those at all familiar with the early 
history of the State know that the 
founders of the missions began their 
work in what is now San Diego county, 
and that their next movement was the 
establishment of the t at San 
Gabriel. Here they at once con- 
structed irrigation works, the remains 
of which may still be traced, and by 
the aid of which they cultivated some- 
ost extensive orchards and vineyards.

tem, The most constant care is 
order to keep even the 
primitive appliances then in use in any 
more Of Condition, and with neglect the 


boundary of the San Gabriel Valley, 
Pomona is the first point where irri- 
gation is practiced. ‘The water supply 
is derived from San Antonio Creek, 
which rises in the mountains to the 
north, and from San José Creek, which 
has its source in an extensive cienega 
inthe valley. Much of this water is 
diverted and distributed in the prim- 
itive manner hitherto described, the 
ditches being small and inexpensive 
and the claimants turning on the 
water at their convenience, with some 
slight show of regularity. he supply 
is utilized in the proportion of about 
one inch to seven acres. 

In addition to this system of distri- 
bution there are four other systems 
operated by a single company which 
obtain water from the same source 
mentioned, as well as from a group of 
artesian wells, and distribute it toirri- 
gators through “pire lines and ce- 
mented canals. These systems co ver 
a territory about five miles square, 
although the extent actually under 
irrigation is not nearly as great. The 
purchasers of land under them are 
also required to buy water stock there- 
with, and are apportioned water at the 
rate of one inch to Wacres. There is 
enough to cover about 10,000 acres, and 
the average actual charge to consumers 
is $1.30 an acre annually. This charge 


is bas pon the actual cost of main- 
taining works and delivering the 
water. 


Pomona affords one of the best ex- 
amples of. the effects of irrigation in 
reclaiming a desert that can be found. 
Prior to 1876 the locality now covered 
by orchards, vineyards and gardeus 
was a barren sheep range, affording 
but faint promise of what it was des- 
tined to become. A few of the earl 
Spanish settlers had done a little irri- 
gation in a meyer | way, but hardl 
twenty acres all told were under culti- 
vation. Whenthe American settiers 
began coming in they had little capital 
except their energy, but they went to 
work with a will, aud in a dozen years 
they have worked a change such as 
would require a half ng anywhere 
else than in California. Pomona is a 
city of several thousand inhabitants 


ductive robards and 
vineyards. The o e orchards of 
this section pay large Profits, running 
into the hundreds dollars to the 
acre annually, while pes, deciduous 
fruits, etc., pay ndsomely. The 


land which, before introduction of 
irrigation, gave scant support to less 
than half a dozen families, now affords 
a competence to hundreds of happy 
and contented households. 

One of the oldest irrigation enter- 
prises in the county is at Azusa, in 
close proximity to the San Gabriel 
River, and diverting the water from 
that stream. This diversion was made 
in the most primitive fashion by a few 
of the old settlers, and the water was 
divided upon the novel principle that 
no one was entitled to any more than 
another, regardless of the amount of 
land owned or cultivated. Thus, the 
owner of 50 acres was obliged to make 
the same amount of water cover 
his needs that was apportioned to the 
owner of but 20 acres. Such a sys- 
tem could not last, however, when 
intelligence and enterprise were 
brought to bear, and under the later 
management the water is distributea 
according to the needs of the irrigators 
and at a charge that simply covers the 
cost of maintenance und distribution, 
Some 3700 acres are cultivated under 
this system. 

Next west of Azusa is the district 
known as Duarte and comprising 2500 
acres of arable land. This, too, is irri- 
gated from the San Gabriel River by 
means of a cement ditch and pipe line. 
The distribution of water is novel, 
since it is all put in the hands of the 
Zanjero, who, instead of being notified 
by the irrigators of a desire for water 
himself assigns the period for use, and 

ives notice to each irrigator 24 hours 

forehand that the water will be 
turned on at acertain hour and must 
be used then or not at all. The cost 
of the water does not exceed $1 an acre 
annually. 

West of the San Gabriel River the 
Arroyo Seco and Millard Cafion are en- 
countered, the water from which is 
utilized in the famous Pasadena settle- 
ment. The surface supply is scant, 
and hence anumber of springs have 
been developed and tunnels driven. 
The water is all piped to the land where 
it is utilized, and is delivered at the 


order pf the consumer. The rates 
charged are high, owing to the heavy 
demand for water. About 4000 acres 


are under cultivation, and the cost per 
acre for water is higher, probably, than 
in almost any-other part of the county. 
There has been considerable litigation 
over conflicting water rights in this 
vicinity, but much ot it has been set- 
tled satisfactorily, and probably the 
final result in all cases will be ace 
ceptable. 
he irrigation works of the San Fer- 
nando Valley next invite attention. 
They are neither so old nor on 80 ex- 
tensive ascale as those of the San 
Gabriel. At the Crescenta Cafiada 
and Verdugo 2000 or 3000 acres are irri- 
gated by means of water from several 
small streams, springs and a tunnel 
into the mountains, from which a fair 
stream was secured. The Tejunga 
Cafion affords water for the irrigation 
of some 1200 acres in the Monte Vista 
colony, where it is delivered by a pipe. 
The most extensive water supply 
1 in the county is that by which 
the water of the Los Angeles River is 
diverted by dams of primitive con- 
struction aud Conveyed iu open ditches 
and by pipes to the city, where it is 
used for irrigation and domestic pur- 
poses. A numberof small reservoirs 
are used in connection with the sys- 
tem. Nearly sixty miles of pipe, flume 
and ditch have been constructed to 
handle the water. The entire flow of

This enter- 
prise was a sort of codperative 
scheme at the beginning, and was in- 
augurated by a number of San Fran- 
cisco nurserymen, who purchased a 
large tract at a nominal price and 
had it cultivated for three or four years, 
after which they divided it up and each 
took sion of his portion. Before 
they diverted water from the Santa Ana 
River upon the tract of land that was 
almost worthless. Indeed, it was

the aid of the water however, orchards 
and vineyards have been brought to 
maturity, and every one of the original 
settlers has realized a competence. 
There are few of them who have more 
than twenty acres, yet all are well to 
do, and the thickly populated district 
of Anaheim, which but a few years 
ago was a desert waste, is a potent 
argument in favor of irrigation. 

With all that has been done in the 
development of irrigation enterprises 
in Los Angeles county and the reclam- 
ation of vast areas of formerly desert 
land, there is still much that can be 
done. There are many thousands of 
acres still without water and therefore 
valueless, which, were the water now 
running to waste preserved during the 
winter for use in the summer, could 
be made in the highest degree 
valuable. There are opportunities in 
Los Angeles for the construction of 
storage reservoirs by which every acre 
of arable land in the county could be 
irrigated, and when the enormous ad- 
vance made in wealth and prosperity 
solely as a result of irrigation is con- 
sidered, it cannot be doubted that a 
comprehensive system of water con- 
servation is only a matter of time. 

SAN DIEGO. 

Naturally, in discussing the results 
of irrigation, one turns to the spot 
where it was first introduced into the 
State, and that is, in all probability, 
the vicinity ot the old Mission San 
Diego. Unquestionably, one of the 
first things the padres did when es- 
tablishing themselves in what is now 
California was to undertake the culti- 
vation of the soil after the manner fa- 
miliar to them in Mexico. With the 
aid of the first converts made by them, 
adam was thrown across the 
Diego River, and the water was di- 
verted to the fertile bottom lands and 
mesas. The remains of these works 
yet show the diligence of their long- 
forgotten conatructors. bout the 
mission orchards and vineyards were 
cultivated, by the aid of the water 
from the river, but su uently these 
fell into decay, along with the. mis-

The reservoir 
occupies a valley in the mountains at 
evel. ntly s valley was 
chosen as the site, — „ Was con- 
structed across the outlet, thereby 
making a lake some three miles in 
length and covering upward of 800 
acres. This dam is made of hard clay 
and is 700 feet inlength. It is 140 feet 
thick at the base and 15 feet at the 
„ which is 35 feet above the foun- 
dation. The water face is riprapped 
with rock, while the foundation ex- 
tends 12 feet below the surface and is 
made of clay, tamped by hand. It is 
claimed by engineers that the structure 
fully as stable as a masonry dam. 
Witb a depth of water of 31 feet at the 
dam the reservoir contains about 
2,600,000,000 gallons of water. 

There are a number of streams in 
San Diego county which carry water 
that might be rendered available for 
irrigation by the construction of res- 
voirs, and all are so situated that such 
enterprises are perfectly feasible. The 

rincipal streums are the Tia Juana, 

tay, Sweetwater, San Diego, San 
Diegnito, San Luis Rey, Santa Mar 

uerita arid San Jacinto. Small divis- 
ons have alreaay been made of the 
waters of these streams, but with the 
exception of the Sweetwater no sys- 
tematic attempt has been made to 
utilize their flow to the utmost. A 
number of more or less important 
schemes have been set on foot for stor- 
ing or diverting the water of the 
streams mentioned and their tribu- 
taries, but none have been carried to 
completion. The numerous dams and 
reservoirs that have been planned and 
in some cases commenced will require 
an expenditure of million of dollars to 
complete, and there is no immediate 
prospect that the majority of them 
will be finished for years to come. All, 
however, are feasible and could be 
utihzed for irrigation of thousands 
of acres of fertile. land which is of 
little value without an assured water 


supply: | 
ile San sage is the second 
largest county in the State, having a 


total area of some 9,580,000 acres, by 
far the larger portion is taken up by 
the Colorado Desert and the moun- 
tains. Fully three-fourths of the en- 
tire area may thus be set down as 
practically waste land. Of the re- 
mainder perhaps a million and a half 
acres are susceptible of the highest de- 
grée of cultivation. A small portion 
that is favorably located will produce 
crops without irrigation, but the bulk 
of the land requires an artificial water 
supply in order to be successfully cul- 
tivated. With such a supply, how- 
ever, results can be secured here which 
will amply support. everything that 
2 ever been said in favor of irriga- 
on. 

SAN BERNARDINO.

Land 
Receiver Patton—Our 
Government Des- 
ert Lands. 


H.W. Patton, Register of the United 
States Land Office in the Los Angeles 
district, has filed a, report and map 
with the committee. The map is here- 
with published, as well as a synopsis 
of Mr. Patton’s report. 

Gentlemen of the Arid Land Committee 
(of the United States Senate: At the re- 
quest of the president of the Chamber 
of Commerce of this city I take pleas- 
ure in submitting to youa few figures 
in to the desert lands of the Los 
es land distriet. 

he act of Congress under which 
you gentlemen are prosecuting your 
inquiries would seem to, in a measure, 
confine your work to a consideration 
of the lands, arid in character, which 
still belong to, or are likely to revert to, 
the Government. . 

A MAP OF THE ARID LANDS. 

It is of such lands within the limits 
of the Los Angeles land district that I 
shall treat. My object will be to show 
you, by means of a map which I have 
had made, ranges of mountains con- 
taining many reservoir sites so slo 
by Nature that only supplemental 
work will have to be done by man to 
make them catchment basins of vast 
capacity; to show you the streams and 
water sheds which will furnish the 
water for filling the storage reservoirs, 
and to show land lying under them be-

From a careful examination of the 
records of this office, I find that in 
this district there are 18,156,000 acres 
of arid lands, divided into three 
bodies:

These are lands which can be entered 
under the Desert Land Act as lands 
“which will not, without artificial irri- 
gation, produce cultural crops in 
ordinary years.“ Under provisions of 
this act a person can, by paying 25 
cents acre on single-minimum 
land, or 50 cents per acre on double- 
minimum land, enter not to exceed 
640 acres; and if he conducts water on 
the same and reclaims it to such an 
extent that it will raise crops, he 
shall have the privilege, within , three 
years, of 4 

PROVING UP 
on said land, and by paying an addi- 
tional $1 or $2 per acre, as the land 
may be single or double minimum, re- 
ceive a patent therefor. 

That there is much land of this char- 
acter in the Los Angeles land district 
is evidenced by the fact that 768 per- 
sons have found in this district 333,181 
acres of land which they thought could 
be reclaimed, and have paid into the 
land office $99,617.05 in t payments 
for such entries. It may be surprising 
to know that out of the large number 
of entries—768—only 28 persons have 
proved up, and the Government has 
only parted with title to 6627 out of the 
total number ofacres entered. The re- 
mainder of the 833,181 acres has either

reclaim, or will shortly revert because 
the work of reclamation is too expens- 
ive for private enterprise. To suni it 
up briefly, the Government has re- 
ceived from the people of the Los An- 
geles land district $92,989 for first pay- 
ment on desert lands, and the Govern- 
ment still has the land. 
A SOUND RECOMMENDATION. | 

In this connection I trust it will not 
be deemed indelicate to indulge in the 
hope that, inasmuch as the Govern- 
ment has secured this large sum from 
the people of this land district, on ac- 
count of desert lands, and the people 
have not been benefited thereby, a 
proportionate sum of the money ap- 
propriated for surveys be expended 
down here, and an investigation of 
our wants be made by the consultin 
engineers. It is a matter of reci- 
procity, and will be greatly to the ad- 
vantage of the people and the Govern- 
ment.

considerable expense. What would be 
a comparatively easy task to the Gov- 
ernment, where there are many thou- 
sand acrés to be irrigated, becomes very 
onerous to the man who tries to put 
water on 640 acresof land. 
PRACTICAL EXAMPLES—DIFFICULTIES 
MET AND OVERCOME. 
Fortunately, however, the reclama- 
tion of desert land has been success- 
fully testéd in this district, and all 
difficulties. have. been met and over-. 
come. In township 4 north, of range 
9 west, two gentlemen of this city, 
Messrs. Rowan and Bent, entered 
about 1000 acres of desert land 
and proceeded to take water out of 
Big Rock Creek with which to irrigate 
it. When their proof was presented it 
showed that these gentlemen had ex- 
pended over $10,000 in developing and 
piping water to the land claimed by 
them. I understand that they have 
lately sold their land for $30,000. This 
is land which cost $1.25 per acre, and 
which, after an expenditure ef $10 per 
acre to get water on it. sold for 880 
per acre—a rather good profit, and an 
investment at should commend 
itself to any careful business man. 
But when it costs a private individual 
$10 per acre to irrigate land, the Gov-

WASAINGTON GOSSIP. 


Bids for Steol Cruisers—McKinley's | 
Chances for the Speakership. 
Wasmrarox, Aug. 23.—[From Our 
Regular Correspondent.] The bids for 
the construction of the five new sfeel 
cruisers, three of 2000 tons each and 
two of 3000 tons, have been opened at 
the Navy Department. The 2000-ton 
ships are to be slightly larger than the 
Yorktown, and the 8000-ton vessels 
about the size of the Atlanta and Bos- 
ton. The former are to exhibit a max- 
imum speed of at least 18 knots, and 
are to be completed in two years at a 
cost not exceeding $700,000 each. In 
the case of the 3000-ton vessels, they 
are required to exhibit a speed of 19 
knots, and are limited in cost to 
$1,400,000 each. Every provision is 
made in the present form of contract 
to guard the Government against loss, 
and the contractor is made responsible 


less of minor faults of omission in the 
orn furnished by the department. 

The lowest bid for building the three 
2000-ton ships was $780,000 each, and 
for the two 3000-ton vessels $1,225,000 
each. The bids will have to be re- 
jected, for none of them comes within 
the limits of the appropriation. This 
shows that contractors are beginning 
to see that it is risky business, the 
building of Government vessels, and 
are determined to force the orc 
tions to a higher fi t will be 
necessary to readve for bids, but 
the chances are that no better results 
will be obtained, and in that case it 
will be necessary to ask Congress for 
more money.
